DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 and 9-12 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is well 
known to use both aliphatic and aromatic diisocyanates as well as trimers of such 
compounds as curing agents in polyurethane polymers. As has been stated in previous 
office actions, Lagneaux clearly shows the use of both an aromatic diisocyanate, MDI, 
and an isocyanurate trimer of isophorone diisocyanate to effectively crosslink and cure 
a polyurethane polymer composition. The Examiner maintains that based on the 
disclosure of the reference it would have been obvious to have used both of these 
compounds as cocuring agents for the invented polyurethane polymer. However, the 
newly amended claim 1 wherein applicants claim the use of an excess of the aromatic 
diisocyanate relative to the aliphatic diisocyanate trimer is not explicitly disclosed in the 
prior art of record. While it would have been obvious to have used equal proportions of 
the two disclosed isocyanates, it would have been impossible to have derived the 
instantly claimed ratio of the two compounds without the use of impermissible hindsight. 
Therefore, the instant composition as is claimed in amended claim 1 is allowable over 
the prior art.
